Two weeks ended September 26. During the week ended Septem- 
ber 19 bills of health were issued to 4 vessels with an aggregate per- 
sonnel of 284 members of crew, 83 cabin and 80 steerage passengers. 
Three of the vessels were fumigated. During the week ended Sep- 
tember 26 there were no transactions.

One of the patients from Lima escaped from the hospital. Since 
last report 4 cases of plague have occurred in Callao; 1 of these died 
in hospital. 

Plague in Salaverry has abated, but in the province of Trujillo the 
conditions are unchanged. In Lima and Callao the situation has not 
changed. Callao had 6 plague cases in June, 6 in July, 5 in August, 
and 5 in September to date. Reports from Lima show widespread 
infection. 

Smallpox in Callao has ceased to occur among the soldiers. There 
were 11 cases at the hospital in Lima.
